prior art did not teach or suggest a boat misting system as claimed by the applicant, specifically a 
boat misting system comprising supply piping connectable to the inlet and the filter and 
concealable below the deck of the boat, the water pump concealable below the deck of the boat, 
the water pump connectable to a control panel, the supply outlet manifold concealable below the 
deck and extendable from the water pump to a portion of the boat, a plurality of supply lines 
connectable to the supply outlet manifold and a plurality of independently adjustable spray 
nozzles installable at intervals along the supply lines, together in combination with the other 
claimed features of applicant's invention. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 7-10: The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a boat misting system as claimed by the applicant, specifically a 
boat misting system comprising supply piping connectable to the inlet and the filter and 
concealable below the deck of the boat, the water pump concealable below the deck of the boat, 
the water pump connectable to a control panel, a supply outlet manifold concealable below the 
deck and extendable from the water pump to a portion of the boat, a plurality of supply lines 
concealable in a boat hull and connectable to the supply outlet manifold and a plurality of 
independently adjustable spray nozzles protruding from the boat hull at intervals along the 
supply lines, together in combination with the other claimed features of applicant's invention.

to the filter and in electronic communication with a control panel, a supply outlet manifold 
extended from the water pump and concealed under the deck of within a hull of the boat, a 
plurality of supply lines connected to the supply outlet manifold and concealed within the hull of 
the boat and a plurality of independently adjustable spray nozzles protruding from the boat hull 
at intervals along the supply lines, together in combination with the other claimed features of 
applicant's invention. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claim 1 6: The prior 
art did not teach or suggest a boat misting system as claimed by the applicant, specifically a boat 
misting system comprising supply piping connectable to the inlet and the filter and concealable 
below the deck and within the wall of the boat, the water pump concealable within the wall of 
the boat, the water pump connectable to a control panel, a supply outlet manifold concealable 
within the wall and extendable from the water pump to a portion of the boat, a plurality of supply 
lines concealable in a roof of the boat and connectable to the supply outlet manifold and a 
plurality of independently adjustable spray nozzles protruding from the boat roof at intervals 
along the supply lines, together in combination with the other claimed features of applicant's 
invention.
